Demagogy of the rankest sort at- 
tempted to fasten upon the sundry civil 
appropriation bill in the closing hours 
of the Congress a provision that would 
have compelled a President having re- 
gard for the Constitution to veto the 
bill.

Your dispatch of June 22 received, in which 
you say that press reports today indicate 
that I favor using the people’s money to 
prosecute labor in their efforts to better con 
ditions, and you protest against such a pol 
icy. I presume you refer to the proposition 
now before Congress that money appropri- 
ated for the fiscal year 1911 for enforcement 
of anti-trust laws and acts to regulate com 
merce shall no part of it be expended in the 
prosecution of conspiracies in the nature of 
boycotts to increase wages, shorten hours 
or better the condition of labor. The Su 
preme Court has decided that such a boycott 
is a violation of the Sherman anti-trust law, 
and this proposal is an attempt to withhold 


the means of prosecuting that law when it is -

violated by a particular class thus to be

I am entirely opposes fo such class legis 


lation. If it were proposed to amend the 
language of the Sherman anti-trust law 
itself so as somewhat to narrow its scope,

If bonding companies are 
necessary in an emergency of this kind, 
they should be employed not by the 
bunks ner the cotton shippers, but by 
the railroads to guarantee the honesty 
of their own agents and the correctness 
of their own bills of lading. 

The first bale of new cotton received 
a few days ago points to the time when 
in September and October hundreds of

FREE DENATURED ALCOHOL: 

MORAL. 

Students of the campaign responsible 
for the passage by Congress in the early 
summer of 1906 of the so-called “Free 
Denatured Alcohol Bill” are not sur 
prised at the announcement that on 
July 1 the division of the Treasury De- 
partment created to administer the act 
Will be abolished as useless. As early 
as August 2, 1906, the MANUFACTURERS’ 
Recorp, commenting upon the changes 
made in the bill as it passed through 
the Senate, suggested that the act would 
be found in effect to be exactly con 
trary to the intent of the great mass of 
people who had been led to support the 
bill as it was intreduced in the Con 
gress. At that time we said: 

Questions are being raised whether, after 
all, the act will accomplish the purpose of 
the great mass of men who favored the 
movement for free denatured 
whether, after all, it will guarantee a fuel 


alcohol ; 


at a reasonable price, and whether the act 
as passed may not become the means of 
thwarting the very intent of the great ma 
jority of men who were induced to further 
the movement leading to the act 

We referred to efforts at discovering 
the real source of the campaign for free 
denatured alcohol, with its mass of lit 
erature circulated broadcast at much 
expense, with its petitions poured into 
Congress, with the rumors of opposition 
and with the sudden withdrawal of op 
position after the country had been led 
to persuade itself that the measure was 
We added: 

On its face and primarily it was and still 
is a good thing, but a consideration of a 
debate in the Senate upon the final passage 
of the bill and of the amendments to it made 
by the Senate reveals certain imperfections,

Assurances of an absence of 
such intent, even though the assurances were 
made in good faith, cannot be depended upon 
to prevent such a monopoly if judicial inter 
pretation of the rather crude law shows that 
the intent went astray. 

The expectation of the MANUFACTUR 
eRS’ Recorp, which was strengthened 
by the publication of the minute regu 
lations of the Internal Revenue Office as 
to denatured alcohol, seems to be car 
ried out in the failure of the act to in 
duce results on the line of the original 
purpose of genuine advocates of free 
denatured alcohol. 

The moral in the incident, which is 
applicable to many measures finally be 
coming law in the rush of the closing 
hours of the Congress, is that the pro 
ceedings should then be more closely 
scrutinized than at any other time, inas 
much as changes may be adroitly made 
in a measure that hardly become known 
to the public most affected until judicial 
interpretation of them reveal their radi 
cal divergencies from the supposed in 
tent of the act.

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Conserving Mineral Resources of Louisiana, 


By C. WiLtarp Hayes, Chief Geolog 
It is a most significant and encouraging 
fact that the American people within th 


past few years have become awake to th 


urgent importance of the conservation of 


our natural resources. This awakening, 


which is much more complete in som 
parts of the country than in others, marks 
the termination of the reckless and ex 
travagant exploitation of these resources 
which has characterized the country as a 
whole for the past century. It promises 
a saner and more permanent industrial 
development for the future 


Like most other articles of faith, bel 


in conservation means many widely di 
verse things to different men A clear 
definition of the term, a formulation of 
our creed, is therefore a necessary prelim 
inary to the discussion. 

Disregarding the views of the ex 
tremists and visionaries, we may define 
conservation as “utilization. with a maxi 
mum efficiency and a minimum wast« 
Please note that I lay stress upon “utili 
zation,” for I regard it as an essential 
practicable con 


feature of any form of 


servation. ‘To conserve resources for fu 
ture generations at a sacrifice of the in 
terests of the present generation is not 
only unwise, but it is wholly impractical 
and visionary. 

It will be readily recognized that nat 
ural resources from the viewpoint of con 
servation as thus defined admit of class 
fication into several widely distinct 
groups 

(1) Water-power, which is conserved 
only by utilization, and is best conserved 
when it is most fully developed and used 

(2) Forests and soils, which are re 
newed, though slowly, and are conserved 
only by use, but are liable to serious 
waste through improper use 

(3) Minerals, which, once used, are 
never renewed, but are gone forever. It 
natural re 


is only the third group of 


sources the minerals which comes into 
the present discussion. 

tefore discussing the various minerals 
in their relation to conservation it is de 
sirable to call attention to certain essen 


tial preliminary considerations In or 


der that a State or a community may 
adopt a rational conservation policy with 
reference to its minerals it is essential 
that it should have exact and reasonably 
complete information as to the location, 
character, quantity and value of the min 


eral deposits to be conserved ; it must hat 


information as to the uses to which the 
minerals can be put and the relative value

bauxite have been produced in Alabama, 
Georgia, Tennessee and Arkansas, having 
a value at the mines of $2,000,000. Dur- 
ing the same period the value of the alu- 
minum, alum and alundum produced in 
the United States has been about $60,000, 
000. Twenty per cent. of this has been 
produced from imported French ores and 
the remainder from Southern ores. In 
other words, a product having a value of 
$2,000,000 at the mines has been con 
verted into products valued at $48,000,- 
000 in their manufactured state. Consid 
ering the bauxite which is used in the 


manufacture of metallic aluminum, we 
find that one ton of ore, having a value 
at the mines of $4, yields metal valued at 
about $178. This difference of $46,000, 
OOO between the value of raw material 
and of manufactured product represents 
freight on raw material, labor, plant, pow 
er and profit. 

If the finished product had been pro- 
duced near the source of the raw mate- 
rial, the item of freight would have been 
practically eliminated, the items of labor 
and plant would certainly not have been 
increased, and the item of power would 
have been reduced if the available and 
unused natural gas or

therefore, either that the finished product

would have been greatly cheapened or 


that the profit on capital invested would 
have been increased. Probably both re 


sults would have followed, and, more im- 
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silica. These ores are, therefore, not 
marketable under present conditions, and 
they are left in the mine or thrown upon 
the dump. If, on the other hand, the 
plant for the manufacture of alum were 
located near the mines, this low-grade ore 
could be utilized and the average cost of 
mining greatly cheapened. Such location 
would be further highly advantageous as 
affording a demand for the sulphuric acid, 
which can be made cheaply as a by-prod- 
uct from the roasting of sulphide copper, 
lead and zine ores produced in the imme 
diate vicinity of the bauxite deposits. In

But my contention is 
that the people of Louisiana should re- 
ceive the full benefit of this natural re- 
source, and that by sending it to a distant 
market they would receive not one-hun- 
dredth part of the benefits which would 
acerue from its local utilization. 
Louisiana has always been an agricul- 
tural State, and it is extremely difficult 
to change the trend of a people’s thought 
and activities. Nature has here been so 
prodigal of soil and climate that you have 
not been driven by hard necessity to the 
more difficult and complicated sources of 
wealth in mining and manufacturing. It 


is, therefore, necessary that a campaign 


| of education should be carried on to im- 


press the importance of diversified indus 
tries as a basis for genuine and lasting 
prosperity. 

I am informed that the boll-weevil in 
parts of the South is bringing about a 
more diversified agriculture, and is thus 
proving a blessing in disguise. But this 
diversification can only reach its fullest de- 
velopment in contact with other industries 
which will absorb the varied products of the 
soil without the tax of transportation to

On the contrary, industrial development, 
together with the study and application 
of science, which is a necessary accom 
paniment, are the surest and most efficient 
means for the development of a more cul 
tured society, of high civic ideals, of a bet 
ter race. 

To insure the introduction and profit 
able development of industries for the 
utilization of these resources foreign capi 
tal is needed, but a greater need is for the 
skill and experience which have built up 
Both the 


capital and the skill will be forthcoming 


successful industries elsewhere.

Since the utilization of the natural gas 
is of such vital importance to the indus- 
trial development of Louisiana, the waste 
of this resource becomes a matter of pub 
lie concern and a proper field for legisla- 
tive control. If a man owns a 40-acre 
tract of coal land, it is little, if any, con- 
cern to his neighbors or to the public gen 
erally what he does with it—whether he 
chooses to leave the coal in the ground or 
to mine it economically or wastefully. So 
long as he remains upon his own land 
what he does is wholly his own concern 
If, on the other hand, he owns 40 acres 
in a gas field, the case is entirely different 
Ile may drill a well, of which he loses con 
trol through carelessness, ignorance or in- 
experience, so that it not only destroys the 
value of his own property, but that of his 
neighbors as well. Thus the entire com 
munity may be injured through the acts 
of a single individual. 
single gas well 


Iflow large an area a 


may be able to drain is not definitely 
known, and it doubtless varies with the 
character of the material in which the gas 
oceurs, but it is highly probable that un- 
der certain conditions a single wild well 
may exhaust many square miles and great- 
ly reduce the pressure over a much larger 
territory. Under such conditions the in- 
terests of the community are superior to 
the rights of the individual, and it is clear- 
ly the duty of the State to place restric- 
tions upon the liberty of the individual 
which shall reduce to a minimum the dan- 
ger of public injury. Not even the most 
strenuous advocate of individual liberty 
would contend that any owner of a city 
house should be permitted to carry on his 
business in such a way as to almost cer-

should a man be permitted to drill a well 


tainly set fire to his house. 
in a known gas field in such a way as to 


almost certainly produce a wild well; 


nor, after a well is drilled and under con- 
trol, to allow the gas to escape simply be- 
cause there is no immediate market or 


means of utilizing it. This is by no 
means a new and untried field of legisla- 
tion, for other States have found practi- 
cable means of meeting the situation, gen- 
erally, it is true, after most of the damage 
has been done, and the experience of these 
States is readily available. 

In this connection it is extremely im- 
portant that legislation should be framed 
upon broad lines and should be fair to all 
interests involved. It would be unfortu 
nate if any industry should find itself 
hampered by a multitude of petty and an 
noying restrictions or the arbitrary exac 
tions of an irresponsible official. I am 
confident that the oil men, for example, 
will be found entirely willing to accept 
the supervision and regulation of their 
operations which are clearly in the public 
interest, and that they will heartily co- 
operate in the enforcement of a wisely 
framed law; but only irritation, evasion 
and industrial disaster will result from 
unreasonable and unfair restrictions. 

I understand that the question of regu 
lating the disposa! of salt water from the 
oil wells is under consideration at present. 
Ilere the interests of the oil operators and 
of the rice planters seem to be in conflict. 
This impresses me as a case where more 
facts are needed by the lawmakers before

In this connection the history of nat 
ural-gas development in the United States 
is instructive.

For many years in the exploita 
tion of the great Appalachian oil fields in 
Pennsylvania and West Virginia it was 
permitted to go to waste until its enor 
value was discovered.

Anyone who has passed through the oil! 
fields of Pennsylvania and West Virginia 
will recall the great flaring torches which 
burned night and day for years in that 
region. Millions of tons of the most p

Now, however, an intricate system 
of pipes reaches out over this region, and 
from every well that will yield an app 

ciable amount the gas is pumped out and

In all of these fields, except Oklahoma 
the maximum yield has probably been 
passed, but the industries which were es 
tablished by reason of the exceptional] in 
ducements offered by the abundant supp]) 
of cheap fuel and powers remain as perma- 
nent sources of wealth to the communities 
which were sufficiently energetic to tak« 
advantage of their opportunities. 

It would seem as though the lesson con 
tained in the history of these gas fields had 
been written so large that “he who runs 
may read,” and that there is scant excus 
for any community to make the same mis 
take so often made under similar condi 
tions elsewhere. 

I have dwelt at length on the question 
of natural gas not because the other re 


sources of the State are unimportant, but

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because the utilization of the gas is the 
key to the entire inWustrial situation ; be- 
cause this valuable resource is now being 
wasted at an alarming rate and the case 
demands prompt treatment. The oppor- 
tunity is now present, and every day’s 
delay means irrecoverable loss. 

I have barely mentioned oil, yet I ven- 
ture to say that in the popular estimation 
oil is vastly more important than gas. 
For the immediate enrichment of a few, 
oil is undoubtedly the mort attractive, but 
its effect on the industria! situation is 
insignificant. Oil is, like cotton, a staple 
product, easy to transport and certain of a 
market. It goes out of the country, and 
rarely gives rise to any permanent indus- 
tries in the region where produced. 

The minerals which I have enumerated 
as oceurring abundantly in this region, 
particularly the salt, sulphur, limestone, 
coal, bauxite and gypsum, are the raw 
materials on which with a cheap source of 
power the principal chemical industries 
are based. With the natural gas fuily 
utilized as a source of power, it is difficult 
to say in what respect natural conditions 
could be more favorable for such indus- 


ite; or producing from coal and limestone 
new sources for illumination under the 
form of calcium carbide; or again fixing 
the nitrogen of the air on calcium carbide 
to change it into cyanamide, a most valu 
able synthetic fertilizer.” 

In its final analysis the problem of con- 
servation is a problem of education. It is 
not enough that the elected representative 
of the people should be alive to the neces 
sities of the situation or that the editors, 
engineers, scientists and college professors 
should be fully informed. The great mass 
of business men, planters and farmers 
must be brought to realize that each une 
has a vital interest in the proper utiliza- 
tion—the conservation through  utiliza- 
tion—of the great store of natural gas 
which has been accumulating beneath the 
surface of this State for millions of years. 
When every man who owns a dollar's 
worth of property in-the State realizes 
that he is every day suffering a financial 
loss through the waste of this natural re- 
source; that his property and his oppor- 
tunities are being decreased in value 





through such waste—then conservation

prospect for Big Expansion in Indus- 
try This Year. 





The price of Portland cement has been 
increased 20 cents a barrel within the past 
30 days, the last increase of 10 cents hav- 
ing gone into effect on June 24. It is also 
rumored that a still further advance will 
be made before very long, and this rumor 
js strengthened by the fact that no orders 
are being taken for large quantities of 
cement at even the advanced rates to be 
delivered over a long period, and in most 
eases no contracts for delivery at the pres- 
ent prices are being made for more than 
30 days. 

These recent and steady increases in 
price have, it is said by the cement makers, 
been brought about entirely by the grow- 
Portland This 


demand is being felt throughout the coun- 


ing demand for cement. 
try, but especially in the Middle Atlantic, 
Southern and Western States. 

During and since the recent financial de- 
pression the various cement plants have 
been making cement right along, and in 
many cases have been placing it in their 
storage warehouses, where orders did not 
take care of the output, consequently some 
of them accumulated quite large stocks, 
but these are now being rapidly reduced,

cally depleted, and deliveries will have to 
be made as fast as cement can be manu- 
factured. In addition, too, a number of 
new plants have begun operations within 


the past year, and quite a number of the

In general, the cement manufacturers 
of the country are much gratified by this

er. Machinery constantly being perfected 
has speeded improved methods in handling 
the soil and in garnering crops. At the 
same time, the experience of many farmers 
and the results of their operations have 
been gathered into books now forming a 
vast library of the science of agriculture, 
and it has come about that the farmer 
wishing to progress finds it convenient to 
have at least one shelf with some of those 
books on it for careful study when out-of- 
doors work is impossible or not called 
for. One of the books is that of Mr. Me- 
Lennan. It is scientific because it is the 
sum of practical experience. It does not 
attempt, by any means, to cover the 
science of agriculture, which, indeed, 
touches many sciences and is as broad as 
the world. It leaves to the experimenter 
and investigator all theories, but, confined 
to things with which the author himself 
has dealt, it cannot fail to be of value to 
other workers dealing with the soil, drain- 
age, fertilizers, field crops, root crops, ani- 
mal husbandry, poultry, the orchard and
